Yet ifthe Report of the Registrar at 
Lagos for 1882 may be, trusted, the denth-rate 
last year was only 1825 ‘per thousand—that. is 
to say, less than that o! many of. the healthiest 
towns in England. “These figures, opposed as 
they are toall the facts of the daily life ofthe place, 
fairly startled the community, who could not un-. 
derstand why-death should appear to.be so busy 
-amonget-them when, from_a statietical_point_of 
view, they really had’ so little ground .of com- 
plaint. It appears that the discrepancy is‘ due 
to the absence of any compulsory provision for.

natives, it seems, cling, with extraordinary tena-
